I'ie Riverside Magazine for August has |
for n lending “illastration a tinted repre- |
sentation of the appearance of the ecarth
wud shy at the time of the total obscura-
tion of the sun 1n the eclipse of August 7th.
I'rom the letterpress deseription we take
Le following sketeh of this most wonder-
fal sight:

I'or the convenience of such of onr
readers as live within the belt of country
referred to on the fourth page of this num-
her, where will be witnessed on the T7th
iustant the total eclipse of the sun, we
give a short deseription of the phenomena |
to ba expected. Perhaps some may have
gnfticient presence of mind to make brief
notes of what they see. If so, we shall be
Liappy to reccive the results of such obser-
vations for eomparison, and possible publi-
cation in o futnre number. Asegards the
appearances under the heads three aad
five, & spy-rlass or small telescope will be
necessary to reéveal them to satisfaction.

1. When the sun is more than three-|
fourths hidden by the dark disk of the |
moon a perceptible gloom is thrown on all
the lundscape around. Soon after, the
sky appears to descend; the horizon to con-
tract ; the temperature of the air falls; birds
censo their singing; flowers close; an uu-
earthly greenish and redish light 18 im.
parted to portions of the sky; a sudden
darkness cusues:; and everything wcears a
mysterious and gloomy aspect.

2. Immediately beforo the last trace of
tbe sun's disk disappears, the awful shad-
ow of the moon in the air may be detected |
rapidly approaching from the west like a|
dark column or a sombre clondl. To wit-|
ness this impressive sizht care must be|
exercised, lest in the execitement of the |
moment the swiftly-approaching shadow
be unhecded. _'

3. The last thread of light from the sun’s
disk sometimes appears to separate into |
little grains or beads before its total dis- |
appearauce. This phenomenon has re- |
ceived the name of ‘' Baily’s Bead's,” |
from the noted astronomer who first wit- |
neased 1t. '

4. Instantly on the extinetion of the sun
will be seen the grandesi feature of the
eclipse, the corona, or crown of light, 1ssu- l
ing on all sides apparently from the pur-|
ple-black disk of the moon, though in re- |
ality from the sun.

A PropArrLeE Fatan APFRAY—ON=E MAN

SERIOUSLY STABI ANOTHER IN AN AFFRAY. —

We lerrn with regret of an affray which
occurred at the residence of . Pittard,
Esq., near Gaston, on Friday night last,
resulting in the severe and probable fatal
wounding of one of the parties engaged
therein. It seems that a namber of
young people had been spending the
night in the gnities of the dance, and
when about to break up at a late hour in
the morning from some canse some words
passed between Mr. Jesse Pittard, Jr.,

two, with their friends, repaired a
short distance from the house to settle
the dispate, and while talking the
matter over, the lie passed from Mr.
Pittard to Mr. King, whereapon
the latter before he could be prevented by
the bystanders, and indeed before it was
known that he had drawn a weapon, it be-
ing in the night, drew a knife and inflicted
scveral serious cuts upon the person of Mr.
Pittard, one thrust being across the bowels
laying them bare, another thrust being in
the region of the heart, and still another
being somewhers in the back. The two
were at this junctare separated, when it
was discovered that Mr. Pittard had been
severely ont. e was conveyed to the
house, attention given him, and we under-
stand his condition is by no means favora-
ble as death may ensue, the opening across
his bowels having caused a protrusion of a
portion of the entrails.

Complaint was made before Magistrate
Larkins of this place, against Mr. King,
and a warrant for his arrest issued, but we
have not heard of his being arrested. He
has been acting as Deputy Sheriff in the
apper end of the county. These are the
facts in the case as far as we have heard
them, and we of conrse can give no opin-
ion as to who was in fault,

The wounded man is a son of our es-
teemed fellow-oitizen, Mr. Jesse Pittard,
Sr., who resides in the neighborhood of
Pittard’s store.

P. 8.—Since writing the above, we have
heard direct from Mr. Pittard. He was
doing well on Monday night, and there is
a strong hope of his recovery. He received
two severe cuts, neither of them, however,-
Penetrating the bowels, one of them rang-
ing from the upper portion of the left
breast across the stomach, catting to the
hollow, and inflicting a most ngly wound ;
the other striking higher up and nearer the
shoulder-blade, making also a bad wound,
but neither is considered necessarily dan-
gerous. The lick upon the back was only
slight,

WasaINGTON, August 1. — Ex- Sopervisor
Noah, of Tenncseee, who isnow here, brings
some additional information in relation to
the campaign in that Stata. His opinion
is that Senter will be eleetel by from
20,000 to 40,000 majority, and, 'although
the Legislatnre will be demoeratic or con-
servative, he does not think the State ie
wholly lost to the republican party. He
says the federal officeholders were almaost
nnanimonus in the sapport of Senter nutil
Secretary Boutwell's letter was published.
They looked upon that as an intimation
that they were expected to vote for Stokes.
They are somewhat indignat over the let-
ter, and think they should Lave been al-
lowed to decide for themselves, especially
as the contest was between two avowed re-
publicans. _ -

The fight for the Senatorship will be
very lively, but it is as yet impossible to
gness at the result, Mr. Noah does not
think it improbaole that a republican may
be elected; he is certain that ex-President
Aundrew Johnson has no chavce. His
greatest opposition comes from Neil S.
Brown and the old line whigs. Xmerson
Etheridge, who will be clected to the State
Senate, will also be a candidate for the
United States SBenste, but the republicans
will hold the balance of power. Edmund
Cooper, who was Ascistant Secretary of
the Treasury under Mr. Johnson, will al=o
be in the State Senate. but he will not
sapport his former patron. Llr. Johnson
is very anxious to come back to Congress,
but the opposition to him is too strong, it
18 thought.

Mr. Noah says that some time ago Mr.
Stokes was offered the U. 8. Senatorship
if he would withdraw from the gubernato-
rial contest, but ho declined, and o thisis
attributed the present disorganized state of
affairs. It is also urged against Stokes
that he had declared himself opposed to
the extension of the suffrage in East Ten-
pessec, while in the middle counties he
wanted to extend it to all who might ask
for it. As $o the futanre eondition of the
State, Mr, Noah thinks that when all the
noise and confusion incident to the section
has died away, the old whigs will fail to
agree with the democrats, but will fallinto
the republican ranks, and he believes that
a moderate republican administration can
hold the State.

A Lover Killed by a Needle in the
Hands of Nis Mistress,

Attempted Smicide of the Young Lady,

The California Flying Machine,

The San Francisco Balletin of July 21
describes a trial of the *‘* Avitor” in the
Industrial Pavilion. Some modification
had been made in its construction since
former trials. The machine is apparently
forty feet long, teu to fifteen fect in Jdiam-
cter, with a light frame work around it, of
bamboo and pine, with muslin planes on
each side to raise the machine. A ribbed
propeller—shaped like a steamship’s—of
bamboo and muslin on each side at the
centre, propels the machine ahead, the
power being an alcohol steam engine of
brass.

The Bulletin says :

“* After considerable delay the inflation
was completed, so that the Avitor was able
to maintain its position free of the floor.
The steam was got up and the propellers
set in motion by the miuiature steam en-

pellers turning at abont sixty to eighty
revoulutions per minute. The machine was
propelled, at a speed equal to a rapid walk,
twice around the large building. It was
evident that it conld be moved at a more
rapid rate, but the obstructions of the gas
pipes prevented it. A speed of five miles
an honr could have been attained without
doubt. It was easily elevated or depressed
by means of small cords at the bow and
stern. Of how muach use the tail would be
in steering was not decided, as it was gui-
ded aronnd the ends of the room by the
cords. The flight was so far successful, and
elicited & round of applanse. Engineers
connected with it are confident that a
larger machine, now nnder way, one han-
dred and fifty feet long, will be a success.”

FPhe Canadian Scare.

The Montreal News says :

“*We understand, on good anthority,
thiat a secret eftfort has lately been made on
the part of certain Fenian leaders to in-
duee the * rank and fila’ of that organiza-
tion to again venture upon a raid into Can-
ada. A portion of them were to have been
first sent into the country by twos and
threes, and meeting by appointment at
certain points in some of the larger towns
of Ontario, to try and do a little in the way
of inecenaiarism and assassination. while a
formidable armed force crossed the border.
